ORDER

By Order entered August 20, 2019, the Commission granted Martin County Water
District's (Martin District) request to continue an emergency hearing scheduled for August

of posting on a website or social media account.

Martin District's consultant, Greg Heitzman, shall appear on Thursday, September 5,
2019, at 9 a.m. Eastern Daylight Time, in Hearing Room 1 of the Commission’s offices at
211 Sower Boulevard in Frankfort, Kentucky, for the purpose of presenting evidence on
water loss, unmetered customers, and the adequacy of rates in this matter and in Case
No. 2016-00142.

2 Martin District shall give notice of the hearing by any means available to it
in the intervening time, including posting on its webpage or social media account. In
addition, the notice of hearing shall include the following statement: “This hearing will be
streamed live and may be viewed on the PSC website, psc.ky.gov." At the time the notice
is mailed, publication is requested, or is posted on a website or social media platform,
Martin District shall forward a duplicate of the notice, request, or posting to the
Commission.

3. The September 5, 2019 hearing shall be recorded by digital video recording

only.
